1 . In view of the amendment of April 1 7, 2006, previous 1 02(e) rejection on claim 1 9 
over Sakai'383 is hereby withdrawn. 

2. In view of the terminal disclaimers filed, previous double patenting rejections over 
U.S. Pat.707 and over U.S. Pat.'599 are hereby withdrawn. 

3. In view of the amendment of April 17, 2006, previous 102(e) rejection on claim 25 
over Kajita et ar316 is hereby withdrawn because the amended claim 25 now is entitled 
to the effective filing date of December 31 , 1998. However, it is to be noted that in 
amending claim 25, applicants have broadened the scope of previous claim 25 from 
requiring two or more monomer units of an alicyclic olefin derivative to requiring no such 
monomer units. Therefore, any copolymer that comprises a repeating unit of present 
cross-linking monomer of the formula shown in claim 25 and another repeating unit 
made from other co-monomers would teach present invention of claim 25. 

4. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action.

Iwanaga does not teach or suggest 
present alicyclic olefin monomer units of claims 1 , 4 and 5.
